SUMMARY:
The proposed amendments to Subchapters 1 through 7 modify definitions and provisions related to

certificates of noncoverage issued under 85A O.S. I 36 and clarify the provisions imposing penalties for
failure to comply with the compensation coverage requirements found in 85A O.S. S 38. The proposed
revisions to Subchapters 9 and 11 modify the requirements for individual and group self insurance. The
proposed revisions to Subchapter 13 change the name of the Commission's lnsurance Division to the
"Permitting Services Division." The proposed amendments also include nonsubstantive changes to correct
unclear language and formatting errors.
